IR Mitr'ct Fuitace, late Lord Chancellor, having Tnheritancein ſeveral ReQories 
and Tythes of the Lordſhip of Boltinglas, and other Pariſhes and Counties : Out 
of Chatity and manifeſt Eſteem he. had for the Proteſtaats and Proteſtant Religi- 
on and Clergy of the Church of England in this Kingdom; was pleaſed to beſtow 

L the. ſeveral Rettories and Tythes npon the ſeveral Pariſhes where the ſaid Re&o- 
"ries did lye., ad out of-which the ſaid Tythes did ariſe, for Encouraging Miniſters there- 
{in to have the Care of Souls, and Schools to Teach Children Learning, to near 900 1. 
per Ann, And to'that End,: with hisown Hands drew Three or Four ſeveral Bills. to be 
made into As of Parliament , for Diſappropriating the ſeveral Impropriated ReQories 
and Tythes, arid Setling the ſame in. ſuch manner, as he in his Wiſdom and Charity 
thought fit. | 
*" That he preſeiited thoſe Bills to the Government and Councel for Concurrence ; and 
had the ſaid Dranghts amended, by the late Lord Chief-Juſtice Keatinge and Sir John Tem- 
ple; And Engroſled.and Tranſmitted into-Enolard, in Order to have the ſame Enatted : 
pr then 1n. Jui® 65, made his laſt Will and Teſtament;  Therein beqyeathing the ſaid 
* Refories and Tythes to be Preſentative, and to'be Settled according to the Intent of one 
'0r more Bills, alfeady Tranſmitted into England to that purpoſe ; and before the ſame could 
be Effe&ed and Made a Law; Sir Maurice Died. Ke | 
" "That the Will was ſo Contefted, That-it could not be-proved till 1670; fince which, 
no Parliament atli Sate ſuch time as the ſame could be Effected. 
Purſuant to the faid Will, Mr. Neale finding that by the aid Will ſuch a Large and 
Bountiful Dogati a. was Ritended by the Telſtator to. Boltinglas , being Worth 350 1. per 
An. 8s by the Bill appears z-, pretended to ſearch for the faid Bills, and pretefids conld find 
nothing of them. And being delirous to have the ſaid Gift Settled on himſelf, gets a 
Bill Drawn to Ena& all the ReRtories and' Tythes the Teſtator had in the Kingdom of 
Ireland in General, to the ſeveral Incumbents in the ſeveral Pariſhes, where they lye; not 
. Regarding the Manner, Rules, and Intentions off the Donor.” To zloſs over which Cove- 
tous Deſign ,- Mr. Neale pretending Publick Good ; Suggeſts, 'no- Draughts, Copies, or 
Foot-ſteps of theaſaid Bills,, to-which the ſaid Will Refers, could be found ; ſo that the 
Will conld not be« Executed to that party which the Councel in reland believing, Tranſ- 
mitted Mr. Nealc's Bill. | | 

But Sir, Afaurice Face, Executor of the ſaid Will, being then in Erg/and; the Lords 
of the Councel ſent him Notice bf it ; who found the ſaid Tranſmitted Bills 
in the. Crown-Office in Emgland;, which differing ſo far from Mr.Neale's Bill ; Mr. Nealc's 
Bill was laid aſide, and Ordered to be made Conformable to the Donors Bulls. . 

That long after, When Mr. Neale thought that Order iorgot, *and Sar 27:»rice in Eng- 
land ;, and having ſeen the Original Tranſmitted Bills, and found tifem not for his purpoſe, 
pretends his forgger Bill was loſt in- bringing} over to: Ireland; draws another 'Bill, pre- 
tending Amendment, by adding one Clauſe, for a School-Mafter ; tho* in plain Contra- 
dicting Terms to the Appointments in the Original Tranſmitted Bills; , which he hath 
owned to have ſeen, and now are there : Yet fill contioues.the fame Suggeſtion, that no 
Foot-ſteps of the Bills in the Will Referred to, are to be found. | | 

And Sir Aawrice being in Ireland, and no Body to oppoſe it in England; the fame paſled 
the Councel in Erg/and, and in the Honſe of Lords in';Zreland, to twice Reading ; when 
Sir Maxrice, the Executor, had Notice, and time to-be heard upon his Petition ; which

Enacted, That Sir 21. E. his Heirs and Aſ- 
ſigns to nominate 'and appoint a fitting per- 
ſon (who ſhall Conform to the Canons now 
in' force in the Church of Emgland in all 
Points, To-be a School-Maſter, - to Teagh 
2 Free-School for Children in the Taid Pa- 
riſh. 


Enats, The Schogl-Maſter tobe paid, by 
the Incumbent 201, per An. to have a School 
built, and a Dwelling Houſe to be paid 
yearly, or 105. a week; after 8 weeks, till all 
be paid.
